REPORT 


The Committee on Armed Services, having had under consideration 
the expected nomination of Mr. Frank C. Carlucci to be Deputy Sec- 
retary of Defense, reports favorably thereon and recommends the 
nomination, when received, be confirmed. 


COMMITTEE ACTION 


President-elect Reagan has publicly indicated that, upon taking the 
office of President, he intends to nominate Mr. Carlucci to be Deputy 
Secretary of Defense. In anticipation of this nomination, the Commit- 
tee conducted hearings on January 13, 1981 in public session to care- 
fully scrutinize the credentials of Mr. Carlucci. After full considera- 
tion, the Committee found Mr. Carlucci to be eminently qualified for 
the position of Deputy Secretary of Defense. In executive session on 
January 19, 1981, the Committee voted unanimously to report favor- 
ably on the nomination of Mr. Carlucci, when received.

Mr. Carlucci has indicated that he will, if confirmed,, take the fol- 
lowing actions to remove any conflict of interest questions which might 
be involved with his own financial holdings and his duties as Deputy 
Secretary of Defense. 


Divestment 

Mr. Carlucci has satisfied all of the Committee’s requirements of di- 
vestment or disqualification with respect to all of his interests in or- 
ganizations which have contracts of $10,000 or more with the Depart- 
ment of Defense. 


Resignation from outside positions 
Mr. Carlucci has agreed to resign his position as Deputy Director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, if confirmed. 
Termination of compensation and other rights | 
Mr. Carlucci has indicated that he has no arrangements to receive 


any compensation from firms doing business with the Department of 
Defense while he is serving as Deputy Secretary of Defense. 


Postemployment arrangements 
Mr. Carlucci has indicated that he has no arrangements or plans for 
employment following his tenure as Deputy Secretary of Defense. 


CONCLUSION 


The Committee agrees that Mr. Carlucci is fully qualified in all re- 
spects to serve as Deputy Secretary of Defense. The Committee by 
unanimous vote of the full Committee of seventeen Members, recom- 
mends that Mr. Carlucci, if nominated, be confirmed as Deputy Secre- 


tary of Defense by the U.S. Senate. 
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
